“  FIRE  MARSHAL  ACT.” 

HIS  HONOUR  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  has  been  pleased  to  order  that  the 
Regulations  governing  the  Approval,  Sale,  In¬ 
stallation,  and  Maintenance  of  Oil-burners  and 
Oil-burning  Equipment  and  Appliances  using 
Inflammable  Liquids  as  Fuel,  made  pursuant  to 
the  “  Fire  Marshal  Act,”  and  published  in  the 
Gazette  for  1934  at  pages  1779  to  1782,  be 
amended  as  follows: — 

Regulation  numbered  11. — To  amend  by  strik¬ 
ing  out  the  word  “  No  ”  at  the  beginning  of 
clause  (a),  and  substituting  therefor  the  words 
“  Aunroved  oil-burners  may  be  installed  in 
apartment  buildings  not  over  two  stories  in 
height,  and  may  be  installed  on  the  ground  floor 
of  hotels  for  use  in  lobbies,  beer-parlours,  and 
kitchen  ranges,  and  may  be  installed  in  schools, 
hospitals,  hotels,  theatres,  stores,  places  of  pub¬ 
lic  assembly,  and  places  of  amusement,  under 
special  conditions  approved  by  the  Fire  Mar¬ 
shal;  but,  except  as  hereinbefore  in  this  clause 
provided,  no.” 

Regulation  numbered  12. — To  amend  by  strik¬ 
ing  out  the  words  “  The  supply-tank  shall  be 
located  not  less  than  two  feet  from  the  range 
and  not  less  than  three  feet  from  the  flame  in 
the  range  ”  in  the  twelfth,  thirteenth,  four¬ 
teenth,  and  fifteenth  lines  of  clause  (a),  and 
substituting  therefor  the  words  “  Except  in  the 
case  of  approved  circulating  heaters  having  a 
fuel-container  attached  to  the  side  of  the  heater, 
the  supply-tank  shall  be  located  not  less  than 
two  feet  from  the  range:  Provided,  however, 
that  under  special  conditions  the  Fire  Marshal 
may  permit  it  to  be  nearer  the  range  if  an 
apnroved  non-combustible  shield  is  installed 
between  the  range  and  supply-tank.”

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

100.  (1.)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3.)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  further¬ 
more  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible  in 
some  newspaper  in  every  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto.

And  if  this  rule  shall 
be  suspended  or  modified  as  aforesaid,  the  pro¬ 
moters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is  presented 
after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or  for 
which  the  petition  has  been  received  after  the 
time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case 
pay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order  to 
the  contrary.
